The possibility of accidental 
poisoning is greater to these res- 
idents—particularly recent immi- 
grants—because in the Philippine 
Islands such shellfish are regard- 
ed as a special delicacy, and may | 


be eaten safely throughout the| 
ntire year, 
California mussels, however, 


are poisonous for several months 
each year because of the sum- 
mertime coastal organisms they | 
eat, and consequently they are | 
under a quarantine from May 1} 
to October 31. | 

Dr. James C, Malcolm, direc- 
tor of the Alameda County 
Health Care Services Agency, | 
said three outbreaks of paralytic | 
shellfish poisoning were reported | 
last year—two of them involving | 
persons of Philippine SUT 
now living in the Bay Area.

Reduce Spending 
Says Albany GOP 


The Albany Republican Assem- 
bly has fired off a resolution to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, calling for 
a thorough consideration of costs 
and resources, prior to voting for 
programs. 

“The only way to reduce taxes,”’ 
the covering letter notes, “is by 
reducing government spending. 
Albany Republican Assembly pro- 
poses that the Legislature can ac- 


complish essential programs, 
within the limited resources of 
taxpayers. .. .” 


The resolution reads as fol- 
lows: 

“WHEREAS it is customary 
for legislators to first vote ex- 
penditures and subsequently con- 
sider the means or taxes to pay 
the bills, and 

“WHEREAS, in the customary 
procedure, voters have little or 
no opportunity to hear of or to 
consider the tax aspects of pro- 


posed legislation — except for 
bond issues, and 
“WHEREAS the customary 


procedure amounts to a blank 
check, which results in spiraling 
taxes, 

“THEREFORE BE IT RE- 
SOLVED that the Albany Repub- 
lican Assembly proposes a State 
Constitutional Amendment to re- 
quire that all legislation shall in- 
clude specific provisions for 
funding both the capital costs 
and maintenance of the pro-

Which means that 65% 
of the area pays the bills, If the 
undeveloped “hill” area should 
become a park, the figures would 
go to 48% tax exempt and 52% 
would pay the bills, When Al- 
bany Isles is included, the figures 
will change—at least 53% tax ex- 
empt and 47% to pay the bills. In 
these figures lies the reason why 
taxpayers in Albany may be loath 
to support all bond issues. 

3. Our City Council, under 
Mayor Carlevaro, is setting up 
an “Albany First Committee” 
which is oriented toward more 
profitable business, An import- 
ant consideration faced by any 
prospective business is taxes. 

In summary, I urge your Com- 
mission to seek an over-all pic- 
ture of Albany. If we don’t live 
together—we won't live.
